Suggestions

Torranc« airport commission­ 
ers accepted City Councilman 
Robert B. Jahn's recommenda­ 
tion to reactivate the airport 
tower, install landing lights and 
construct a "touch and go* strip 
on the landing field.

According to .Tahn. the city 
(round 1 must now consider the 
matlrr. If it approves the 
plans, airport improvements can 
he pushed hy city manager 
George W. Stevens.

Stevens said at a recent coun­ 
cil meeting that there is enough 
money in the airport fund to 
take care of the desired im­ 
provements. Total cost of the 
project would he approximately 
$21,000 for airport lights and 
the "touch and go" strip. There 
would be an added expense of 
$10,000 per year to pay two 
tower operators on a part time 
basis.
